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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claims 1-20 remain rejected using the art and 
rationale outlined in the Final Office action mailed 16 June 2008. Applicant has stated in the Response Amendment After-Final Rejection 
filed 1 August 2008 that amendments were made to the specification, drawings, and/or claims, however, claims are presented as original 
and no amendments were submitted after the Final Rejection. Applicant argues that Agarwal (U.S. Pub. No. 2003/01 01 1 07) does not teach 
in Claim 1, "determining a plurality of management configurations in response to said availability parameters". The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. Agarwal teaches, "A node may also function as a stocking location where inventory is kept", and, "the two warehouses are peer 
nodes if they are designated as such by the company as substitutes" (see at least paragraphs 0023-0027). Agarwal also teaches, "Intra- 
company lateral transfers", and, "Lateral transfers allow excessive inventory residing at one or more locations within the company to be 
redistributed to one or more locations, also within the company, where the inventory level is at or below a reorder point.", and further, "The 
inventory level at each location is continuously monitored by the lateral transfer module" (see at least paragraphs 0037-0041 ). 
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
